Decisive British-U.S.

Aid From America On The Red Sea Six-Man Board 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 15. 
—(AP)—A feeling pervaded 
the capital today that parallel 
Anglo-American action of a

A 
drive into the city was begun im- 
mediately and the Duke was driven 
in an open car along a four-mile 
route through residential and busi- 
Ness streets, lined by enthusiastic 
citizens, air force men and soldiers. 

The Duke was driven through 
the Lakeview district, within 
sight of the stately legislative 
buildings, acroes Albert bridge, 
then east on College Avenue, a 
course which gave him a view of 
Regina College and the Normal 
School, buildings now used in the 
Commonwealth Air Training Plan. 
Along this portion of the route 
were hundreds of young sir stu- 
dents, some of them from Britain 
and the United States. 

Along boulevarded Victoria St 
were lined more than 1,°%9 soldiers, 
young trainees from No. 120 basic 
training centre, as well as some 
troops from No. 12 district depot 
with the newly organized depot 
band. The troops were under com- 
mand of Lieut. Col. H. J. Quinn, 
MM. 

POPULAR VISITOR 

Most citizens gathered along Vic- 
toria and Albert stree's where cars 
in the party were driven slowly 
through cheering throngs.

US. Has jump On 
Hitler, Knox Says 


NEW YORK, Aug. 15. — (AP)— 
Col. Frank Knox, secretary of the 
navy, asserting in an article in the 
current issue of Collier's magazine 
that the United States has the jump 
on Hitler, says, “the American 
people should demand that we keep 
the jump on Hitler—and jump on 
him first where there is any doubt 
ebout it.” 

“Naval and military intelligence,” 
Col. Knox said in the article, “esti- 
mates that if Hitler wins in Europe 
and Great Britain, his shipbuilding 
capacity will be at least four times 
our own, In addition, all Europe 
will become Hitler's aircraft fac- 
tory, It would then be in his power 
to build a sea-air navy bigger than 
our own—bigger than anything we 


have planned. 
“But we have the jump on 
Hitler—in ships and ship - based 


planes, in the ‘know-how’ of train- 
ing, and most particularly, in the 
high morale and intelligence of 
eur personnel.”

Gen. Weygand, it is pointed out, 
now becomes nothing more than an 
errand boy for Admiral Darlan who, 
in turn, is nothing but an errand 
boy for Berlin. 


“Petain’s speech,” it is officially 
declared in London, “betrays in un- 
mistakable terms the utmost anxi- 
ety on the part of Vichy regarding 
the internal conditions of France. 
The long and abject record of dis- 
honor and surrender of this gov- 
ernment has without any doubt re- 
duced its prestige and popularity 
with the French people to the van- 
ishing point and has brought about 
a state of affairs in which the 
French people turn, with growing 
hope, towards Great Britain and 
its allies and desire ardently a Brit- 
ish victory. 

“The Viehy government, 
accordingly, has taken to itself 
the widest dictatorial powers and 
has placed those powers in the 
hands of Admiral Darian who 
will thus be placed in the strong- 
est possible position for the pur- 
pose of forcing on the French 
people those measures of further 
surrender and further collobora- 
tion with the Axis which he has 
in mind and which it would 
otherwise be impossible for him 
to foist on his compatriots. 


“The form of government en- 
visaged for France in Petain's 
speech is not only designed for the 
purpose of subjugating and silenc- 
ing the French people and enforc- 
ing on them a policy which they 
detest. It is also designed with a 
view to imitating those forms of 
government which already obtain 
in Germany and Italy, thereby 
underlining the determination of 
the Vichy government to align it- 
self more closely than ever with 
those countries 


FATE OF GOVERNMENT 


“The fate of such a form of gov- 
ernment lacking any measure of 
spontaneous popular support in the 
country upon which it is imposed, 
is not likely to be a happy one.” 

It is denied in London today that 
the British and Americans made 
demands to Tokyo asking for a 
clear explanation of Japan's inten- 
tions toward Thailand. The posi- 
tion, as far as Britain is concerned, 
remains where it was at the time of 
Foreign Minister Anthony Eden's 
speech and the next move is up to 
Japan.

+The important fact for Canada and 
the British Empire in the newly-dis- 
closed meeting between Mr. Churchill 
and Mr. Roosevelt is not the subjects of 
their discussion nor the decisions they 
reached, but the apparent harmony of 
their conference and the obvious unani- 
mity of their conclusions. 

It is interesting, of course, to delve 
behind the curtain of vagueness by 
which the details of the conference were 
concealed and to outline various con- 
jectures as to the results attained. 


But these details are of infinitesi- 
mal importance beside the vital an- 
nouncement that the two great Anglo- 
Saxon leaders were in complete agree- 
ment. 

There has been a disposition in re- 
cent weeks to take too seriously some 
foolish reports that Britain and Amer- 
ica have developed friction in their re- 
lationshi 

Srey ecole have permitted them- 
selves to believe that because the Unit- 
ed States has not abandoned her devel- 
Cs) program of production and rush- 
ed headlong into the war she is cooling 
off in her regard for our British for- 
tunes. 

Malicious stories have been circulat- 
ed about differences of opinion between 
Ottawa and Washington. ; 

Indeed, every tale that gossip and 
malice could devise has been employed 


. to create suspicion and discord. 


For us, then, the tremendous fea- 
ture of this momentous conference is 
the wide re-establishment of concord— 
if concord needed to be re-established— 
and the official affirmation that in all 
basic things Britain and the United 
States stand permanently side by side. 

This meeting, be it noticed, has not 
been productive of a mere alliance for 
some specific purpose or time. It has 
not produced one of those pacts which 
in Europe are more honored in the 
breach than in the observance. 

It is an alignment of principles, a 
marriage of ideals, a fusion of the 
Anglo-Saxon hopes for the future. It 
is a statement of common purpose that 
neither the years nor circumstances can 
alter. 

It is not important that the details 
are withheld from us. As a matter of 
fact, the concealment of these details 
accentuates the sweeping nature of the 
agreement. 

If our two peoples are pledged to go 
along together, we have confidence 
enough in our common idealism and 


honesty to know that we both shall tra- | 


vel the proper path.

It is even possible 
that more common people may be 
against war than for it. 

This fact opens up the speculation 
that Japan may eventually have to fear 
internal dissensions quite as much as 
she fears external resistance. 


Darlan’s Course 


Having sold his cherished policy of 
collaboration with Hitler to the senile 
Marshal Petain, Admiral Darian, it is 
believed, will ee ican “toa to 
the Nazis the various nch posses- 
sions on the West African coast and 
en some or all of the units of the 

mch navy. 

It may be that French troops may 
eventually be employed against the 
Russians or in other Nazi battlefields. 

It would be a mistake to think, how- 
ever, that Darlan will make these con- 
ceasions to the Germans immediately 
and in lump form. 

He knows that a break between Ger- 
many and Vichy would topple him from 
power. His trick, then, is to keep Hitler 
coming to him, to continue to have 
something that Hitler wants. 

In that case it is exceedingly likely 
that Darlan will regard these pos- 
sessions as bargaining assets and re- 
lease them to Hitler one by one and 
with apparent reluctance. Because as 
soon as Hitler gets what he requires 
from France, Darlan’s importance will 
be vanished. 

Actually, the French Empire is 
earmarked for Hitler. Don’t sur- 
prised if Hitler fails to get it all at 
once. 


France For De: Gaulle 


A report in London says that sup- 
port for General Charles de Gaulle is 
increasing throughout France where, 
out of 40,000,000 Frenchmen, more 
than 39,000,000 utterly loathe the Ger- 
mans and all those who collaborate with 
them. : 

A light has been thrown on this lat-- 
ter sentiment by the sworn evidence of 
several French officers who command- 
ed reinforcements sent by Vichy to 
Syria. 

These troops had to cross occupied 
France and during the trip the popula- 
tion showed evidence of deep hostility. 

The Vichy troops were hooted and 
the windows of the trains broken with 
stones. 

Crowds beat on the carriages with 
their fists and cried, “Traitors! We 
hope the Free French kill you or that 
you drown in the sea.”

Rationing Essential To Price-Fixing 


Wartime Economy Complex Af- 
fair; Inflation Prevention Is 
Difficult Task 
By WALTER LIPPMANN 

Although some fine words have been 
uttered about preventing inflation, the 
Administration's program is pitiably in- 
adequate. In fact, looking at the tax bill 
and the Henderson price control bill, it is 
fair to say that the Administration is timid 
and feeble in its proposed remedies be- 
cause it has not yet faced the facts and 
defined the problem. 

We may, therefore, be 
thankful for the crisis of 
the silk stockings since it 
is capable of teaching us, 
painlessly and before it is 
too late, what the infla- 
tion problem really is. 
For here, in regard to a 
commodity which inter- ; 
ests every woman, and ; . 
easily engages the rapt j; 
attention of every man, 
we have a clear practical 
demonstration—far more

convincing than any theoretical argument 
—of how ill-conceived is the Administra- 
tion’s theory and how absurdly inadequate 
is its program. 

Silk Shortage 


There is a shortage of silk with which 


to make ladies’ stockings because the 
supply of silk, cut off by the war, has to 
be conserved for parachutes and bags to 


| hold gunpowder for the navy. Nobody 


argues that silk stockings are more neces- 


| sary than parachutes or gunpowder bags. 
| So there are not many silk stockings in 


sight. 

But there are just as many ladies with 
just as many legs as ever. What is more, 
these ladies have money to buy silk stock- 
ings. So there is a wild rush to the de- 


| partment stores to buy the remaining silk 
| stockings, 
The Hudson’s Bay railway bill passed 


Now what is the Administration pro- 
gram for dealing with the situation? If 
you turn to Mr. Henderson, you fird that 
he is going to put a ceiling on the price of 
stockings, if not by decree then at least by 
exhortation and threat—which means he 
is going to insist that a pair of silk stock- 
ings may not be sold for more than, say, 
$1.35. Now what happens when a store 
has only a few pairs of stockings which it 
can sell only at Mr, Henderson's fixed 
price? There happens what we have just 
seen: the ladies rush the counters in an 
unlady-like impulse to get there before 
the other ladies buy up all the stockings. 


Stand In Line 


This is exhibit A: when the supply is 
short, the demand is great, and the price 
is fixed, the people must stand in line and 
only those who come first get served at 
all. Obviously this is not a fair or an 
efficient way of meeting the problem: in 
fact, though it may be funny when con- 
fined to stockings, it would be an intoler- 


| able annoyance, and would lead to serious 


disorder, if that were the way people had 
to get the necessities of life. 

So we may take it as proved that 
where there is a real shortage, and not 
merely speculative hoarding, a price ceil- 
ing alone will, if it holds the price, merely 
mean that there will be milling crowds of 
baffled and angry people around the 
shops, and in the back alleys there will 
appear out of the underworld new rings of 
bootleggers. In a vague fashion the Ad- 
ministration realizes that price ceilings as 
such are not the answer, and so they are 
proposing to raise taxes on the theory that 
these unlady-like riots will not happen, 
that there will be less people trying to buy 
goods that are scarce, if the people have 
less money to spend. 

This is theoretically correct, and prac- 
tically, if taxes fall heavily enough on all 
incomes to prevent people from buying 
meta] and mechanical conveniences and 
luxuries and to prevent corporations from 
expanding plants that do not serve de- 
fense, much will have been accomplished. 
But as a matter of fact neither the present 
tax bill, nor any tax bil] we can imagine, 
will really bring the purchasing power of 
the American people into balance with 
the shortages, like that of silk stockings, 
which are certain to develop. 


Inflation 


No President will propose, and no Con- 
gress will vote, a tax bill which would, for 
example, make it impossible for women to 
have enough money to buy silk stockings. 
So it is impossible to prevent inflation by 
price ceilings plus taxes because the taxes 


| cannot begin to be heavy enough. If they 


| 


did begin te be heavy enough to reduce 
the pular demand for dg, there 
would certainly be an te demand 


* tor higher wages and higher farm prices 
and higher profits to pay the taxes. 

When Congress has pass€d the tax 
bill and when Mr. Henderson's price ceil- 
ings are set up, there will still be a de- 
mand for many things which is far in 
excess of the supply. If Mr. Henderson 
will not let the price go up, then he will 
have milling crowds and bootleggers. And 
if he does let the price go up, there will 
be an outcry about the high cost of living 
on the one hand and on the other hand 
there will be efforts to increase the pro- 
duction of goods which as a matter of fact 
cannot, and ought not to be produced in 


war-time. 
Rationing 


The fact of the matter is, as the ex- 
perience of other countries shows, that 
taxes and price-fixing will not work under 
war conditions unless they are accom- 
panied by rationing. We ought not to 


Germans Are Ruined By War 


Merchants in Shanghai Caught bf Chevrolet concern in 1915 


Short By Hun Invasion 
of Russia 
By J. S. COWPER 

While Japan has been pouring men 
and munitions into the Saigon and other 
bases in French Indo-China, with obvious 
threat to Singapore, German commercial 
firms in Shanghai who have been busy 
during the war assembling and shipping 
war materials to Germany, have been 
hard hit through Hitler’s sudden attack on 
Russia. 

Men who have been accumulating for- 
tunes in the Far East by selling supplies to 
| Germany (and at times to her opponents) 
| Saw their wealth suddenly vanish when 
German armies marched against Russia. 
There were $60,000,000 worth of 

materials en route to the Reich through 

Soviet territory when the blow was 
| struck. These materials, unpaid for,- fell 
| as a matter of course into Russian hands. 
So badly hit are the German merchants in 
Shanghai that the German Chamber of 
Commerce there, representing German 
firms throughout the Far East has peti- 
tioned the German Minister of Finance to 


ing that they were shipped in good faith 
and the German merchants ought not to 
be penalized for decisions of the High 
Command. 

One German firm which had ordered 
30,000 pairs of military boots from various 
Chinese factories, advancing the cost of 
materials to the Chinese contractors, re- 
couped itself by re-selling the whole 
30,000 pairs to the Russians for use of the 
Siberian armies. There is little patriotism 
that exceeds the love of profit in the 
hearts of munition contractors. 


He Got His $50,000 


Strange how money comes to some folk 
at little calling and hides its face from

Two men of importance in the automo- 
bile world died last month—Fred J. Fisher 
and Louis Chevrolet. Most folks among the 
general public would more quickly asso- 
ciate the name of Chevrolet with cars than 
that of Fred Fisher with automobile 
bodies. Both were among the pioneers in 
the business, Chevrolet entering a few 
years earlier than Fisher, for in 1905 he 
beat Barney Oldfield and established the 
record mile at that time, doing it in 52.8 
seconds in a Fiat racing machine. 

At that time young Fred Fisher was 
working for $4.a day in a carriage works 
and did not think of auto bodies till 1909 
-—-the year when Alfred P. Sloan says he 
discussed with Pete Steenstrup over a 
strawberry shortcake the impending 
saturation point in the car market, They 
agreed that peosle couldn't keep on buy- 
ing cars as they did in 1909. 

It wasn’t til] 1912 that the seven Fisher 
brothers—al] trained carriage makers— 
e. their first big order. It was for 150 

jes for Cadillac. That was the largest 
order of its kind anyone had ever received 
till then, By 1923 when the Fisher Bros. 
concern was taken over by General] Motors 
for $208,000,000 in stock, they had 48 
plants each burning out 150 bodies a day. 

When Fred Fisher started business he 
had a goal. He told it to a friend: “I'm 
going to have $50,000 by the time I'm 50 

ears Old and then I'm going to retire.” 
hen he reached 50 he had nearer $50,- 
000,000, but he still kept on. 

And how about Louis Chevrolet, a

world's leading race driver, who designed 
and built and named for himself the first 
Chevrolet car? He sold his interest in the

to be confused and at loose ends, and it is 
infinitely more important to make sure 
that we do not have inflation than it is to 
pretend that we are still operating a free 
economy. 

Preventing inflation means assuring to 
the people the neéce&sities of life at the price 
they are used to paying and without 
favoritism, When this is a real, not merely 
a speculative, shortage of an important 
commodity, this can be done only by con- 
trolling the whole supply and then ration- 
ing it. We shall deceive ourselves and get 
into ugly trouble if we imagine that the 
impending inflation can be prevented by 
such half-hearted, evasive measures as are 
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to Wm. C. 
Durant who, in turn, turned it into Gen- 
eral Motors. He died in a modest home 
in Detroit, where he had lived for the past 
ten years with his wife and son, an almost 
unremembered person. 


Seven Devoted Sons 


Mention was made of the seven Fisher 
brothers. A beautiful trait of their family 
life—for they worked together as a family 
like the Rothschilds—was their devotion 
to their mother, Each night of her life | 
until her death after the age of 80, one 
of her sons called and spent the evening 
with her. Each of the seven had his 
special “Mother’s Night” in the week. 
That knocks the once a year Mother's Day 
into a hopeless mess. 


Only other people beside the Fisher 
brothers I have heard of who show such 
filial devotion are the Chinese. Back in 
1918, a few months before the World War 
ended, I noticed a squat young Chinese 
enter the Vancouver hotel followed by 
two English secretaries wearing top hats 
and morning coats, and carrying despatch 
cases and marked Oxford accents. The 
musical comedy note amused me. 


That evening I again saw our Chinese 
friend in the rotunda, so spoke to him. 
He was somewhat aloof till I mentioned 
Dr. Sze, Dr. Wellington Koo, Prof. Hou- 
Kia and other prominent Chinese I had 
met. His card showed a mining degree 
from London University. I found he was 
interested in mangenese mines in Man- 
churia, though he disavowed any public 
mission, 

We were talking about the differences 
in family life between the Occident and 
the Orient, when my Chinese friend said: 
“You asked me why I was going to China, 
and I said ‘on private business’. I will 
tell you. I am going on a visit of devotion 
to my mother.” 

Then he told me the story of his father, 
a poor man but blessed with ten sons. The 
first had found his way to Java and be- 
came in time a coffee planter. Then he 
financed the second son who became an 
oil producer in the Straits Settlement. 
Each in turn had financed the next, so that 
all were now well-to-do business men. “I 
am the most fortunate of all. I am the 
youngest,” he added. 

Big business men as they were, their 
mother supplied with servants and luxur- 
ies, their family concept required that one 
of her song should be in personal attend- 
ance upon her, to show their devotion, 
Never was she left without the service of 
@ on, 

“I shall remain in attendance upon my 
mother until my eldest brother from Java 
comag f0 relieve me in four months time,” 
he told me, 


And they still send missions to convert 
the heathen Chinese.

' BN Tt Mp reasonable to assume that the 
more vague the shadow, the more vital the 
substance, In other words, the conference 
must have touched upon some very deli- 
cate subjects and reached some highly im- 
portant decisions to warrant the extreme 
care that has been taken to hide these 
things under a spate of verbal abstractions. 

2. The fact that Clement Attlee’s an- 
nouncement was heralded as the “most 
momentous” of the war and then dribbled 
off into vagueness when it was actually 

iven, would seem to indicate that the 

ritish government was deeply stirred by 
the report it received from Mr. Churchill 
—so deeply stirred that it was eventually 
shocked into making its statement more 
general and inexplicit than it had origin- 
ally intended. 

%. The eight points cited by the an- 
nouncement probably constitute the ulti- 
mate background of the agenda. 

While these eight points themselves are 
basic and axiomatic, any one of them 
could be developed and implemented into 
an agreement of ‘world-shaking signifi- 
cance. ’ 

If these eight points are actually the 
index of the conference, the actual text of 
it could have been extremely important. 

Reassuring 

The first two points, having to do with 
the resolution of Britain and America to 
eschew self-aggrandizement and with the 
Opposition to territorial changes imposed 
by force, have a double meaning and were 
probably developed along two directions. 

They were likely intended, first, to 
condemn the territorial acquisitions of 
Adolf Hitler. 

Secondly, they were probably intended 
to reassure such nations as France that, if 
it became necessary to take over any 
French possession in order to guarantee 
American security, that possession would 
not be held to aggrandize either Britain or 
America, but would be returned, eventu- 
ally, to its proper owner. 

If this was the significance of these two 
points, it seems to be an obvious con- 
clusion that Churchill and Roosevelt dis- 
cussed the temporary occupation of some 
French points in Africa and decided to 
proceed with that occupation, 

There would be no purpose in offering 
such a pledge unless Britain. and America 
were considering some step that might 
appear to be a violation of it. 

Appeal To Arms 

Certain of these eight points group 
themselves together naturally as aims that 
cannot be secured in any other way than 
through an appeal to arms, 

Sovereign rights of conquered nations, 
for instance, cannot be restored by moral 
suasion, 

The freedom of the seas will have to 
be secured by force. 

The protection of world trade and the 
distribution of raw materials depend en- 
tirely upon the destruction of the German 
Reich. 

If President Roosevelt pledged his 
nation to the accomplishment of these 
things, he inferentially pledged his nation 
to the employment of force to secure them. 

It is hardly likely that the President of 
the United States would leave the national 
capital in these crucial times and under- 
take a hazardous voyage into the Atlantic 
for the sake of playing conversational 
games or indulging in_ philosophical 
speculations, 

It is reasonable to infer that he meant 
business, 

_ In that case, if he undertook to secure 
improvements that are only attainable by 


| force, it seems obvious that he has made 


up his mind that the entry of the United 
States into the war is inevitable. 


After The War 


A few months ago, Winston Churchill 
refused to discuss post-war problems at 
all. He said our duty was first to win the 
war and then consider what was to be 
done afterwards. 

We learn now that some of the points 
covered in his conference with Mr. Roose- 
velt dealt quite definitely with post-war 
reforms. 

_In short, the two leaders discussed such 
things as improved labor standards, eco 
nomic progress and social security. 

They talked about the disarmament of 


} aggressive nations and the abandonment 


of the use of force. 

And don't forget that they condemned 
territorial changes imposed by force and 
bound themselves to the equal enjoyment 
by all nations of world trade and raw 
materials, 

This means two things. 

It means that in the opinion of Mr. 
Churchill the end is sufficiently in sight 


to make the discussion of peace terms, 


profitable. 

It means that Great Britain and the 
United States have held out to the German 
people a formula for world peace. that, 
while it may include the destruction of 
Hitler and Naziism, does not impose 
crushing restrictions on German life such 
as were an unhappy feature of the Treaty 
of Versailles, 

From their ark in the Atlantic, Messrs. 
Churchill and Roosevelt reversed the 
legend and sent out a little olive branch.

Mr. Wolfe, with Leo H. Dwerl- 
kotte, executive vice-president of 
Western Air Lines is on his way 
to Alaska on an inspection tour of 
the company’s proposed “life line 
air route between the United States 
and Alaska.” 

He showed the Optimists a group 
of color slides from his personal 
Collection relative to aviation and 
highlights on national defence in the 
United States. 

HUGE SUM SPENT 

His talk brought out the fact that 
of the $50,000,000,000 being spent 
in the United States for national 
defence,  $10,000,000,000 is be- 
ing spent on aviation and that 
California, the southern terminus of 
Western Air Lines, is béing tooled 
up to produce approximately 40 
per cent of the total aircraft pro- 
duction and is leading in produc- 
tion of long range bombers. 

The aviation schedule for mili- 
fary aircraft now calls for 80,000 
airplanes and production is rapid- 
ly being accelerated to approach 
the production figure of 56,000 
planes. This schedule, he said, 
would be reached within the next 
five months. 

Directing attention to his com- 
pany’s application for an extension 
of its route from Lethbridge to 
Nome and Anchorage, Alaska, by 
way of Lethbridge, Calgary and this 
city, he said that the present situ- 
@tion in Russia, with the possibility 
of the Japanese attacking Siberia 
has accentuated the vulnerability 
of Alaska to foreign attack. 

Nome, Alaska, ig I@&s than 100 
miles from Siberia and the United 
States is beginning to realize the 
importance of the immediate 
strengthening of Alaska defences. 
INLAND ROUTE 

“It has also been apparent for 
geome time that an inland route 
from the United States to Alaska’ 
is necessary, to handle the increas- 
ed flow of military and @elated tra- 
vel, due to the undependability of 
air transportation .on the- existing 
coast route between Juneau and 
Seattle,” he said. “The inland route 
is protected by the Rocky Moun- 
tains from coastal fogs and in an 
emergency this would be of ex- 
treme importance to our national 
defence.”

He produced an editoria! from a 
Seattle newspaper strongly attack- 
ing his company for proposing to 
establish the new route inland in- 
stead of up the Pacifie coast, 

Mr. Wolfe said that his company 
would mostly use the Douglas C-3 
airplanes, capable of carrying a 
load of 21 passengers.

LONDON, Aug. 15.—-(CP) 
—Britain launched a mighty 
propaganda campaign today 
to tell Europe's millions of 
the historic meeting between 
Prime Minister Churchill and 
President Roosevelt and their 
joint declaration of principles 
for establishing a lasting 
peace “after the final de- 
struction of the Nazi ty- 
ranny.” 

The pledge that the two great 
English-speaking nations were 
not seeking territorial gains and 
the declaration they desired “no 
territorial changes that do not 
accord with the freely-expressed 
wishes of the peoples concerned” 
were considered prime propa- 
ganda points here. 

To spread word across Europe, 
Information’ Minister Brendan 
Bracken prepared a campaign to 
be carried on by broadcasts, 
pamphlets dropped from British 
and Russian planes, and under- 
ground channels, 


PROPAGANDA WEAPON 

The Daily Herald, which called 
the declaration “a matchless wea- 
pon of propaganda,” declared that 
“boldly and skillfully used it will 
contribute immensely {o winning 
the war.” 

The first gun in the campaign 
was fired by the British Broad- 
casting Corporation, which broad- 
cast the announcement 80 times in 
40 languages within 12 hours. 

By Sunday afternoon the Brit- 
ish Broadcasting Corporation ex- 
pected to have made 300 broad- 
casts of the text or summaries of 
the statement, 

In general, British reaction seem- 
ed to be that the declaration was 
important because of what was left 
unsaid as because of what was said. 


AXIS KEPT GUESSING 


It was taken for granted Mr. 
Churchill and Mr. Roosevelt dis- 
cussed many things concerning 
British-American collaboration 
which did not appear in their state- 
ment and that the Axis powers 
would be kept guessing—just as 
they have kept the rest of the world 
guessing after meetings between 
Hitler and Mussolini. 


Commentators said the declar- 
ation, variously dubbed “the 
charter of freedom,” “charter of 
human liberties” and “Atlantic 
charter,” implied recognition by 
Britain that the United States 
would sit at the peace table, 
whether she fought or not. 
Editorial comments in the British 
press include; 
Daily Mail-—-".... the meeting 
+. is the portent of tremendous 
events. The octopus of war is 
spreading its tentacles across the 
globe..:.” 

Dally Telegraph — 
of this unison of policy and concord 
of action is momentous. Every cir 
cumstance of the manner in which 
it was secured adds to its force... 
the meeting proclaims the change 
by which united effort has trans. 
formed 3,000 ‘miles of ocean from an 
abyss dividing us into a means and 
bend of union—an endless belt of 
communication and supply.” 


“NEW DEAL FOR WORLD" 
The Times—"“When Mr. Churchill 
last crossed the Atlantic (in 1931) 
the world was on the eve of that 
economic blizzard from which 
emerged not only Hitler but the 
‘new deal’ devised by Mr, Roosevelt 
for his own country. This new 
crossing in the midst of @ military 
blizzard may well accelerate elim- 
ination of Hitler and his imitators 
and a new deal for the world... ."
